ee women scem_ to 
thave repeated —mis- 
carringes. Just why many 
of them are unnble to carry 
a child to full term has not 
been definitely determined, 
but in some cases their 
failure is thought to be due 
to some disturbance of the 
‘glands of internal secretion. 
such as the pituitary gland 
or the thyroid gland. 

The esful treatment of a 
number of women with thls type 
of disorder has been reported. 
Three glandular extracts were 
used, one coming from the 
pituitary plund located at the 
base of the brain, the second 
known as corpus luteum com- 
Ing from the ovary, and the 
third, estrozen, also from the 
ovaries, 


TREATMENT STARTED 


The women treated had had 
from one to three early births 
Tho treatment was started just 
m soon as it was definitely 
determined that the women were 
pregnant. 

The extract from the pituitary 
gland was given three times a 
week in fairly lore dosage for 
the first 444 months, and then 
the dosage was reduced and 
continued for 344 months more. 

The corpus luteum wos piven 
three times n week for the first 
4% months, ond then twice o 
week until cight months had 
elapsed.

all 27 of the women were able to - 


yo through the full termeof preg- 
nancy, There was some bleed 
Ing, however, even during treat- 
ment in some cases. 

It Is not thought that this 
form of treatment is a preven- 
tive for all early births, but it 
did work quite satisfactorily in 
most cases in which it was 
used. Tha babies were vil 
normal. The birth of the baby 
did not occur earlier than ten 
dnys after the {njections were 
ntopped, and in most instances 
there was an inferval of about 
three weeks. 


SECRETION PRODUCED 


In explaining the effect of this 
{rentment, it is pointed out that 
durlng =the early months of 
Dropnaney a certain szeretion Ls 
produced by the pituitary gland. 
This seerction. Is thought to 
stimulate the firm altachment of 
the placenta — the structure 
through which the child receives 
nourishment—to the wall! of the 
uterus.

Silky — 
Problem

HE most-popular weaves 
this spring, at Icast, aro 
Shantung with its rough,

entangled cocoons to make 
an uneven weave.. Surah, 
another favourite, is a soft, 
lightweight sill with a fine, 
dingonnl twill or narrow, 
parallel diagonal lines. Tic 
silk, sometimes . confused 
with foulard and surah, is 
similar to foulard, and is of 
a weight and weave suitable’ 
for men's ties and is a 


‘quality fabric. 


Printed Weave 


Foulard is light and soft and 
designates a printed weave of a 
pood tle-silkc quality. Faille haa 
roft, flat horizontal ribs or cords, 
and bengallne hus the same 
weave, only heavier and more 
pronounced. Fallle taffeta is 
taffeta woven with o fine cross 
rib- but retaining that fabric's 
closely woven, smooth qualitics. 
Paper taffeta is extra Hght- 
weight and crisp. Crepe hos a 
fine, crinkly surface. and Canton 
crepe, flat erepo and crepe de 
Chine all share ‘this quality, 
some more, some less. 

Tussah, which comes from 
IndIn, 1s very , much Iiko 
Shantung and comes from the 
cocoons of wild, rather than 
cultivated, silk worms. Spun 
sill Is made from short fibres of. 
silk from various sources. 
for that term “weighted sill,” ft 
means that the fabric has been 
immersed in n tin-salt solution. 
As the fibres absorb some of the 
solution, they inreease thelr 
body and welght, But this type 
of silk is grodually disappearing 
from the market. 


Silk Care 


As for silk care, unless tagged 
ns washabl:. don't take chances, 
but have the garment dry~ 
eleaned. Washuble silks come 
washed In 
lukewarm suds, soap or de- 
tergent, thoroughly rinsed and 
then froned carefully with the 
heat controls properly set. Some 
white silks-have the tendency to 
turn. 4 cream white or even 
yellow after repeated tubbjngs, 
There are cake-type bleaching 
agents that sometimes do a good 
Job on some silks If handled ac- 
But don’t 
attempt the job with the usual 
chliorlne type bleaches.

The Atlanteans could not write 
or work in metals, except in the 
natural ore called orichalcum by 
Plato, the identity of which is

Like all Stone Age peoples 
they had great building skill, 
basing their designs on astro- 
nomical figures. They had the 
usual love of ornament, particu- 
larly jade, : 


This fact brings yet another 
grain of evidence of Atlantis to 
the dossiers collected by Mr 
Sykes. 


In the tombs of the Mayas, in 
the Yucatan Peninsula of Central 
America, jade ornaments bave 
been found.
